B7  virtue  of  authority  under  section  402  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act 
(53  Stat.  1275)  and  after  puolic  hearing,  held  on  May  12,  1941,  notice  of  which 
was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  of  April  10,  1911,  the  following  amendinents 
to  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act  are 
herehy  proiaul^'ated.
